great extent the running o£ the war. 

After watohing the niibnabeaa like manner in which Contort nh 
lias liundled iilTairs rspeeiiilly since war was deeliired, the people will 
welcome any plan that will assure a prompt and intelligent execu- 
tion of public busiueas. Valuable time has been wasted because some 
of our "bone heads" in Congre.ss did not liave iiiisiiiess sense enoiifjh 
to forget party lines and politics long enough to look after the i)eo- 
ple's interest. 

The mere fact timt many artieles of food eost more in tiiis eoiin 
try than in France and England, countries that have been at war for 
nearly tliree years and that receive the raw material from which 
those articles of food are made from the United States, is evidence, 
enough that Congress is not eomitelent to run things. ' 

Mr. Hoover made good in liandlint,' the food situation In Belgium 
and there is no question but what he will he a fjicat help to this 
country dnrin'r the war not only in saving food supplies but in 
showing us how to beat the food speculators who now have the coun- 
try at their mercy. 

There may tl'in(,'er ol*a food shortage, Imt all indi- 

cations show that there is and there can be no harm in "playing 
mfe" and saving at least part of the food that is now being wasted, 
it will not only enable us to supply our allies and prevent sutlVring 
in those countries and our own, b\it it will teach the American peo- 
ple a valuable lesson that they need to learn.

' The Herald felicities lioiiisville. The Ikrald sympathizes with 
the soldiers of the ninth division of the national army. Louisville 
has won another victory. The soldiers have suffered a defeat— three 
months before they are called to the colors they are denied their 
right to have the best site available for their training enmp. 

Instead of a camp in the uplands of the Hlue (Jrtlss. on deep soil, 
perfectly drained, covered with thick sod, free from mists and fogs, 
they are sent to the Falls of the Ohio, Ono feet below the Blue Grass 
to camp on crawfish land, subject to mists and fogs. 

The announced policy of the war department as to the sige of the 
city to which troops will be .sent is reversed. The lessons of IMOS 
taught by the camps at Cliickamauga and at Lexington are disre- 
garded. Louisville's endorsement of the site in Payette county made 
a year ago is flouted. Louisville's promise not to contest for a eainp is 
violated. But Louisville wins; the ninth division of the national army 
loses. The Herald is sorry for the troops.' 

It is fortunate for Louisvilla that its representative in congress 
is so influential. iMr. Shcrley is the ranking member of the commit- 
tee on appropriations and cHairuian of the committee on fortiflcationa. 
He hap rendered distinguished st rvice to the Administration and is in 
j<. position to render fufther senice. Louisville is fortunate; but it's 
hard on the soldier boys. They will be conscripted to fight a foreign 
foe. It seems hard that men from the mountains and uplands should 
be con.scripted to fight mosquitods and malaria and fogs.— Lexington 
Herald.

CREATION OF WAR INDUSTRIES 
BOARD RECOM.HENDED BY 
DEFENSE COUNCIL 

Washington, July 10— The defense 
counetra plan for reorganlntlon of its 

committee system to coordinate the 
work of purchasing war supplies was 
Bubmitted to President Wilson today. 
It calls for elimlnatton of most of the 
counell'a 160 oonmtttaaa and ereation 
of a war industries board of three 
members directly answerable to the 
council. 



7.84 cents tn W.i wlilie the average 
cost of ail the pens of the gcneral- 
purpose breedu was 1U.6 cents. In 
1914 the feed cost of a doxen eggs for 
tbe same pan of Leghoma was 8.7 
cents as against an ^average cost of 
lS-1 cents for the aecond laying year 
of the Keneral-purpoBC pens. During 
their third laying year the cost of a 
dozen eggs was 8.8 cents compared to 
18-6 centh for tbe general-purpose 
fowls. The total value of eggs per 
hen over feed cost In the Leghorn pen 
for three years was ^6.48 against $4.30 
lor the general-purpoBe hens. The 
higlicst egg production obtained in 
any of the feeding experiments up to 
1»15 was by a pen of Leghorns which 
laid 167.< eggs per hen, at a feed cost 
of G.7 cents a dosen. 

The Leghorns produce smaller eggs 
than the general-purpose breeds. The 
average weight of th^ egga of a pen 
Leghorns during the first laying year 
was 1.24 pounds per dozen as against 
1.S3 to 1.58 pounds for the other pens. 
However, Leghorns laying eggs weigh- 
ing 1.60 pounds per dosen or even 
more, tbe specialists say, have been 
selected and bred by many poultry- 
men. An examination In May, 1915, of 
500 eggs from 3 I.«ghorn pens showed 
that 31 per cent weighed more than 2 
ounces apiece, or 1.80 pounds to the 
dozen. 

The value per dozen of the eggs pro- 
duced by the Leghorns was from 1 to 
3 cents less each year than the eggs of 
general-purpose lii-iis. This differ- 
ence is due to tbe fact that the gen- 
eral-purpose breeda are better winter 
layara than tbe Leghorns, while the 
latter give a higher production In the 
spring and summer. Very tew Leg- 
horns become broody, whieh probably 
materially affects their egg yield as 
compared with the general-purpose 
breeds. Better fertility hi the eggs, 
espeohiUy with stock confined to the 
yards, Is more often secured with Leg 
horns than with the gcnerni-purpoBO 
or any of the heavier breods.
